Every 
hour of the four years was laid out 
for them. Whatever the professor 
said was correct and there was no 
more argument about the matter; it 
waa settled, and there was no room 
for individual opinions. 

Slowly, electives began creeping 
into the curriculum. The “here it is, 
digest it yourself” school made its 
appearance little by little. And thus 
waa evolved the present day system, 
one which is as radical to ths old 
school as communism is to the abso- 
lute monarchist. 

We are still going forward. Elec- 
tives are becoming more and more 
important. In George Washington 
—as in other colleges in the educa- 
tional vanguard — electives make

TOHE only jewelry worn by Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt since he became 
President of the United States is his 
Phi Beta Kappa key. This distinc- 
tion was conferred on him by Ho- 
bart College, the oldest college in 
Western New York, in 1929. Being 
the first to bear a G reek-letter name, 
this social and scholastic society waa 
organised in the year of the Nation’s 
birth, 1776, by a group of students 
in ancient William and Mary Collage 
at Williamsburg, Va. Those Greek 
letters, Phi Beta Kappa, stand for 
a motto said to be "Philosophy, Light 
and the Soul.”

Why Play Tulsa? 


jAJUCH speculation about the Co- 
X lonial opponent* for next fall is 
already prevalent end the “tea-table" 
athletic directors have their sched- 


ules mad* out and they Include a 
wide range of opponents. 

But there la one matter upon which 
most of them agree although they 
hold their silence for fear reference 
to It will be misunderstood. 

They do not believe Tulsa ehould 
be Included on next year’s schedule. 

They do not believe this however, 
because of the fact that Tula* ha* 
four times defeated George Wash- 
ington. It Is of course unpleasant 
to be beaten four yean in succession 
but even if winning wae all that 
mattered these follower* of the Buff 
and Blue, with whom w* agree, do 
not believe thmt Tttlea is a desirable 
opponent. 

W* do not wish to cast any re- 
flection on Tulsa University. It has 
a fine team, and its men played a 
sportsmen like game. 

To ue in our limited knowledge 
of the technique It would stem that 
Tulea consistently has a better foot- 
bell teem. 

But there ~ar* several ^advan- 
tages to playing Tulsa, which are 
important ones to consider in the fu- 
ture. In the first place, Tulsa ie In 
the seme petition as Georgs Wash- 
ington, ao far as the publicity ac- 
corded football teams throughout the 
country. Neither get the there of 
the credit the calibre of the teems 
deserve. Therefore, if the Colonials 
lose to Tulsa, only those few thou- 
sand who tee the gem* understand 
how good a team It waa that won. 
If the Colonials win, the critics only 
say, “Well, why notT" It seems that 
both tehools would do wall to play 
teams that have plenty of prestige 
and poor football teams (not to be 
Interpreted too literally.). 

In tha second place, we ought to 
pley teems either In our auction or, 
in the case of on* or two desirable 
Intersection*! games, teems with 
apeciel prestige. It ia too expensive 
to play so far away for what we 
gain. It la practically impossible 
for any students to attend the inter- 
eeational games but gamee with Ala- 
bama, Iowa or Kanes, even though 
the later we* defeated by Tulsa, have 
other compensations. Victories over 
these teams give ths Colonial war- 
riors toms of ths credit they deserve. 
Losses to Tulsa bring only frowns 
by critics who fail to recognise the 
prowess of the Oklahomans.

In a college town, (New Haven, 
Conn.) a study of unemployment 
made last May by the Russell Sage 
Foundation revealed that a larger 
percentage of young workere then 
of any other age-group wore unem- 
ployed. It revealed that th* business 
end professional classes (more heavi- 
ly recruited from college graduates 
than other class**) were becoming 
unemployed at a more rapid rat* 
thie year than any of the other 
classes, though they had been rela- 
tively immune from th* spread of 
unemployment up to thia year. Their 
immunity may have been due to 
their versatility, or ability to dis- 
place less favored workers during 
the earlier stages of th* deprsailon. 

Mr. Lewis, whose duty it ia to 
handle transient* for the Federal 
Relief Administration, estimates that 
of th* 760,000 (or more) transients 
in the country at this time, 20 per 
cent ere young people more or lea* 
recently out of school who hav* nev- 
er been employed. In few cases does 
a study of unemployment reveal th* 
true extent to which young persons, 
never employed a* wege earners, era 
unable to eatablleh and support 
themselves independently In any kind 
of work. What wo do know of tha 
situation indicates that unemploy- 
ment, affects th* youngest wag* 
earning groups in the country more 
seriously then any other.
